With Truman as President Holds Up 


By RALPH McGILL 


PHILADELPHIA, July 10—With the nomination of Harry S. 
Truman assured, barring some interference by the Fates, Furies or 
the Blind Sisters of Destiny who sometimes snip off an assured 
fact with their shears, talk here turns to the vice presidency. 


As yet they say that Harried Harry Truman has put no finger 
on any man, as did young Tom Dewey when he captured the West 
by putting the finger on Ear] Warren. 

But, despite a Saturday afternoon boom for Justice William 
Douglas, the talk has narrowed down chiefly to five men. They are: 

Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney of Cheyenne, Wyo. 

Sen. Millard E. Tydings, of Havre de Grace, Md. 

Sen. Alben W. Barkley, of Paducah, Ky. 

Sen. Scott Lucas, of [llinois. 

Chief Justice Fred Vinson, of Kentucky. 

Later in the day the Douglas boomers received a setback when 
the Chief Justice announced, at his Oregon home, he does not 
seek the nomination, is not a candidate and will not be a candidate. 

Sen. Lucas might be picked in the hope of helping the Cook 
County machine elect its State ticket. 


If Mr. Truman and his board of strategy had their “rathers,” #s— 


we say, they would rather have Sen. Barkley. He holds the respect 
of all Democratic leaders. He could unify the party, bringing to- 
gether the Southern revolters, the New Dealing Americans for 
Democratic Action and the big city machines. 

He could carry the border States of Kentucky, Tennessee, North 
Carolina and Virginia, now in very real jeopardy. 

But the Senator is 71. He also is tired. He wanted the vice 
presidency the year they gave it to Harry S. Truman. He was one 
of the severa) who that year had it “promised” to them, before the 
big city machines centered on Truman—the man they got and the 
man they have been seeking to ditch in recent days. 

He also is loyal. This is true despite the fact he is hurt with 
Harry Truman, who had not sent for him in months until very re- 


Sen. Barkley could yet sweep the Convention and prevent the 
assured nomination of Harry Truman if he would come down into 
the arena and make a fight for it, but he won’t. His name is to go 
before the Convention unless he positively forbids it. 

Unless Barkley is persuaded to accept the second position, the 
party strategists must decide between Sens. O’Mahoney and Tydings. 


The preference is for O’Mahoney. He has a fine record. He is 
from a State, Wyoming, normally Republican, but one where he 
is popular and one which keeps electing him as a Democratic 
Senator. He probably could carry the State for the Democrats. 

But, the West is gone. It went when Warren went on the Dewey 
ticket. Truman was popular west of Nebraska. But with the West 
now gone because of Warren's strength, the Democrats argue they 
should try for some Eastern strength. O’Mahoney’s friends urge 
that the fact he was born in Massachusetts (he is 64) makes him a 
good Eastern candidate as well. 

But, the dissenters say he will not do and they must have 
Tydings, who is Maryland-born. Also, Tydings could,help out 
financially in a very substantial manner, something the other 
two could not. Tydings is 58. He is a veteran of World War I, 
having been promoted from the ranks for combat service. 

These are the chief three. There remain some who insist that 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson, also of Kentucky, is the man the party 
must have. But their number is dying out in voice. 

The fact the big city machines of New York and Chicago, after 
having tried to ditch the man they created in 1944, are back on the 
Truman ticket, plus the fact the campaign boom for Justice Doug- 
las fell down and went boom, make it sure for Truman, barring 
an act of fate. 

The talk is less of victory chances than of means to hold the 
party together until, as the Democrats hope, the ice in Dewey’s 
veins will freeze the Republican mathine and give them another 
chance.

Mrs. Clay 
died in 1940 at the age of 80. She 
had served as Marietta’s postmas- 
ter for 21 vears with scarcely a 
day's vacation. 


With the death of the Gen- 
eral’s mother the big wide ve- 
randahed Clay home, set back 
from Atlanta Avenue in a spa- 
cieus, shady lawn; was sold but 
eld residents of Marietta still re- 
fer te it as “the old Clay place.” 
Here the General and his five 
brothers and sister, Evelyn (now 
Mrs. Robert Everett, of New 
York), grew up, joining in the 
neighborhood gang w ar fare— 
playing all the games that small- 
town youn®sters glory in. 


The General was a member of 
® gang known as “The Filthy 
Five.” His lifelong friend, “Rip” 
Biair, Marietta businessman and 
former Mayor, owed his allegiance | 
to an illustrious group called “The | 
Dirty Dozen.” 

Old-timers could be allowing | 
time and affection to color their 
thinking when they say, “Lucius 
is the spittin’ image of Steve.” 
But loiterers in the Square think 
there’s something strangely pro- 
Phetic about the lines under the 
monument of the Senator:

EVANSTON, Ill., July 10—(AP)—Two mighty sprinters, 


Barney Ewell and Mel Patton 


, and a middle distance double 


winner, Mal Whitfield, won the right today to lead one of 
the strongest of all American Olympic track teams to the 


games of the fourteenth 
July 29. 

A series of disasters, however, 
eliminated some of the greatest 
names of trackdom. 


Charles Fonville, of Michigan, 
who has made 58 feet % inch 
in the shot, almost a foot better 
than the world record, will be 
left behind, as will Gil Dobbs, the 
peer of the milers. Harrison Dil- 
lard, of Baldwin-Wallace, regard. 
ed as the best high hurdler in the 
world, qualified for the 100-meter 
dash but quit in despair in the 
hurdle final. 


Despite these blows Head Coach 
Dean Cromwell was happy and 
confident. “We will win seven or 
eight firsts for sure,” he said, and 
named a total of 14 events in 
which America has good ch':nces. 

Long-striding Pel-Mel Patton 
from the University of Southern 
California won the 200 meter final 
by a yard from Ewell, the 3l-year- 
old Penn State alumnus, to re- 
verse the order of finish in yes- 
terday’s 100 meeter dash. Thus 
both became double qualifiers and 
both showed performances in line 
with the great sprint traditions of 
the United States. 

Patton won the 200 in 20.7, 
which equals the unofficial world 
record for the race around a 
curve. Ewell’s 100 meter time was 
10.2. which also equals the world 
mark. 

In all, 33 places were filled in 
11 final tryout events before a 
crowd of 20,000 in Dyche Stadium, 
rounding out the team which com- 
prises three athletes for each of

GREEN THUMB 


Irises Can Take It in Summer Heat 


By LENNA McKINLEY 

If your prized irises look like 
they are about to curl up and 
fry in this intense heat and con- 
tinued drouth which has visited 
itself upon Atlanta, don’t fret. 

Boyce Edens, one of : the 
South’s experts on the culture 
of this flower, says that the iris 
plant just loves hot, dry weather 
during its resting period. And 
from mid-May until mid-July it 
rests. It may have lost practic- 
ally all of its foliage, but that 
doesn’t mean it is dying. Come 
the first good rain and you'll see. 

With hundreds of fine va- 
rieties of the iris in his: own 
garden on Lennox Road, which 
he has nursed through all kinds 
of weather during recent years, 
Edens speaks’ authoritatively 
when he tells you how to care 
for them. Here is his advice: 

Clean off all the dead foliage 
and other dead plant material, 
leaving them clean around the 
roots so the sun can help keep 
them free of disease. It is not 
necessary to clip the foliage—it 
does no particular good. Neither 
is it necessary to water them 
now. They will survive until the 
rains come. 

Around the middle of the 
month, after the first good hard 
rain, is the time to move them, 
if that is your plan. Separate 
clumps which have been undis- 
turbed two or three years. They 
will bloom better next Spring if 
you do. Have your bed weil 
cultivated and moist when you 
replant them. 

As you take them up, watch 
for rot and_. borers. Wash 
rhizomes good, clean out all rot 
and throw away those that have 
been hollowed out by borers. 
Rhizomes that show infection 
should be washed in a 15 per- 
cent solution of permanganate of 
potash, then laid out in the sun 
to dry for a day. Set plants with 
with a covering of not more 
than an inch of soil, working a 
light handful of bone meal into 
the soil before planting. This 
food will hold them until next 
Spring. 

Any good garden loam is ac- 
ceptable for growing irises. Just 
be sure that your soil drains 
well, or you will lose them next 
Winter, when it rains for weeks 
onend. Next Spring—say about 
the middle of March—give each 
plant a handful of a good bal-

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The Opening Speeches 


Yesterday afternoon, in Millen and 
Douglas, respectively, M. E. Thompson 
and Herman Talmadge officially opened 
their campaigns for Georgia’s Governor- 
ship. 

With the exception of a few para- 
graphs, their speeches might well have 
been written by the same person. Both 
are for the farmer, labor and the veteran, 
more hospitals and new industries, in- 
creased old-age pensions and the preser- 
vation of our natural resources. 


Both are for increased funds for educa- 
tion; both are vague as to’ where the 
money is coming from. Both indorse the 
GEA’s 83-million-dollar-a-year Minimum 
Foundation Program, Talmadge calling it 
“good business for Georgia . . . should be 
accomplished at the earliest moment pos- 
sible”; Thompson terming it “sound... 
properly presented ... will be accepted 
by the people of Georgia.” 

Neither even hint at how the State 
may raise the twenty-five to thirty mil- 
lion dollars in additional revenue which 
would be necessary to finance the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program, although Tal- 
madge does have the candor to declare: 
“If in providing additional services for 
the people of this State, it should be found 
that additional taxes are necessary, this 
fact shall be submitted to the people in 
the form of a referendum to let them de- 
termine whether or not they desire to pay 
‘additional taxes for additional services.” 


Thompson pledged himself to “recom- 
mend passage of home rule legislation, 
leaving to local self-government units a 
maximum control into their purely local 
affairs.” Talmadge indorses “local self- 
government” only as a prelude to a prom- 
ise to maintain the county unit system. 


Thompson “shall recommend to the 
General Assembly the creation of a Con- 


stitutional Highway Board.” Talmadge 
specifically promises one “composed of 
members representing every section of 
the State, selected for staggered terms of 
office.” Neither specifies the all-important 
method of appointment. 

Talmadge spent but little time criti- 
cizing the purchase of Jekyll Island; 


' Thompson spent more defending it. 


Thompson devoted much of his speech 
to lambasting the Legislature’s attempt to 
name Talmadge Governor. Talmadge dis- 
missed it with a brief reference. 

Talmadge, admitting the White Pri- 
mary illegal, called for a strengthening 
of qualification laws “to eliminate the haz- 
ard of uninformed bloc voters.” Thomp-: 
son ignored the subject entirely. 

Thompson says the issue is whether he 
has done a good:-job. Talmadge says he 
hasn’t, that 2,500 new employees have been 
added to the public payroll since Thomp- 
son took office, that road funds have been 
expended solely on thé basis of political 
expediency, that a group of discredited 
politicians have seized control of the Chief 
Executive and forced him to dismiss from 
office even his closest friends. 

Talmadge says the issue is that the 
platform on which his late father was 
elected two years ago has not been carried 
out. Thompson says much of it has and 
without the $32,000,000 a year in addi- 
tional taxes which it was estimated would 
be required. 

Analyzing the opening speeches, sur- 
veying their amazing similiarity, one 
again is impressed with the fact that Geor- 
gia politics hinge on personalities rather 
than issues. 

Certainly, unless one or the other de- 
viates considerably from his original 
statements as the campaign progresses 
there is little to chose between them on 
the matter of stated convictions. 


It's ‘Bleeged To Be Truman

On the morrow the Democratic party 
delegates will quit their hotels and con- 
verge on the convention hall to begin 
the proceedings which will culminate in 
the nomination of Harry S. Truman for 
President of the United States of America.

The opposition to Harry S. Truman 
disintegrated last week when Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower again announced he would 
not run, and then put out the few remain- 
ing flames in the Eisenhower fires by 
urging Sen. Claude Pepper, of Florida, not 
to carry out the Senator’s announcement 
that he would “nominate Eisenhower any- 
how.” , 
Meanwhile, the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, who had whooped up the 
Eisenhower candidacy, secure in their be- 
lief he would not take it and they would 
thereby prevent anyone else from being 
built up and would be able to push for- 
ward their real candidate, Justice Wil- 
liam Douglas, were hoist by their own 
petard. Justice Douglas’ campaign never 
burst into flames. It had over it the 


dampening wet blankets of no enthusiasm 
for the Washington jurist. 

There was no evidence that Kentucky’s 
popular and respected Alben Barkley, 
three times convention keynoter, would 
allow his name to be used as a stop-Tru- 
man candidate, although it, along with 
that of Gen. Eisenhower’s might still be 
presented by die-hard oppositionists. 

But the big city machines, which feel 
their State tickets may be lost with Tru- 
man heading the national ticket, are back 
behind the President. His nomination on 
the first ballot seems assured. 

But Mr. Truman, who has the sincere 
support of but a handful of Democratic 
leaders, cannot fail to know he will not 
be the party’s real choice. And even Gov. 
Dewey, as sure a winner as a candidate 
can be four months ahead of the election, 
cannot fail to be slightly humbled by the 
fact that Gen. Eisenhower was the first 
choice of Republican voters. The people 
want something they don’t feel they are 
getting from either of the two major 
parties. For the President there is the 
further irony that his position on civil 
rights is mild compared with Gov. 
Dewey’s. Nevertheless, there are melan- 
choly days ahead for the Democrats. You 
could feel it in the air here as the dele- 
gates prepared to nominate the man very 
few of them or their constituents really 
want— 

But one they are, by destiny, ’bleeged 
to have.—R. M.

Max Schmeling was 
training at an old-fashioned Summer resort spa called Conneaut 
Lake Park, in Pennsylvania. He was to fight Georgia’s W. L. 
Stribling in Cleveland on July 3. 

Conneaut Lake Park was a village of about 500 persons minis- 
tering to the patrons of the old-fashioned, rambling wooden hotels 
on the lake. Schmeling and his entourage had three or four cot- 
tages and the press headquarters were in a cottage hard by the 
main hotel, a huge affair of wings and gables. 

This was in the era of prohibition, but Canadian beer. and hard 
stuff were on hand at every turn, and there was no lack of it, by 
day or night. Sg, all who had a mind to have it, had it. 


The week before the fight a district organiza- 
Undertakers tion of Pennsyivania undertakers held their con- 
vention at the spa with the big hotel as headquarters. One day 
the lounges and the writing rooms suddenly blossomed with dis- 
plays of caskets, their lids thrown back to exhibit the silk and 
satin linings and the pillows upon which the heads of the deceased 
would rest for eternity. 

The makers of embalming fluids were also there with displays 
huckstering the competitive merits of the final fluid, and there 
also were on view oils, rouges, false shirts, half-suits and cosmetics 
for the cheeks of the departed. Rubber and iron wreaths could 
be ordered in small or large lots and they, too, were there to catch 
the eye of customers. 


Shivers To the sensitive, it was a somewhat morbid exhibition, 

and it was no secret that some of the press crew, on 
passing through the lobby, always hurried to the bar and took a 
quick one. Also, though it was quite hot indeed, there were many 
who were wont to shiver violently when passing through its 
displays. 

But, the visiting undertakers were fine fellows and went mer- 
rily on with their dances and games, as they should have, not be- 
ing departed ones themselves. It was a merry, festive occasion, as 
conventions usually are. And the speeches, on new methods of 
embalming and handling the bodies of the departed, were no 
duller than speeches on the law, medicine or journalism. 

All went well until the final night of the convention. The 
Canadian supplies were plentiful and late in the evening some 
of the undertakers and fight reporters tired of the routine and 
somehow joined forces. And supplies. 


: How it happened no one ever knew. But at about 
Merriment l a. m. a hilarious leapfrog game, long as a samba 
line, began in the lobby. It careened about through the caskets. 
It narrowly missed upsetting the tables of embalming fluids. It 
scattered the rubber wreaths. And through it all some nameless 
person pounded a piano, playing over and over the tune, “Oh, You 
Beautiful Doll.” 

They do say that Conneaut Lake Park had never known so 
much merriment and so much good, clean fun as the undertakers’ 
convention of that year. 

Toward morning a rubber wreath was put on the chest of one 
of the newspaper characters in the leapfrog game who had wearied 
of the fun and gone to sleep. It was only a,coincidence that he 
died a week later of a ruptured appendix. 

Anyhow, they are not going to get away with slandering under- 
takers’ conventions as sad and dismal affairs. It has been 17 
years, but the only one | ever attended was fun. 

The only leapfrog this Convention knows about came early 
when the boys tried to leap over Harry S. Truman. But couldn't. 

And mighty few people are laughing.

PHILADELPHIA—With the cards stacked against them, Herman Talmadge’s representatives at 
the Democratic National Convention are trying to play their hand carefully enough this week to 
win a victory at home while going down in defeat nationally. They are on the hot spot which 


Acting Gov.: Thompson sought unsuccessfully. 


The delegation’s Chairman, James Peters, has reversed his field several times as he sought to 
prevent the Talmadge group from being caught in a spot which would prove unpopular at home 


when the Democratic presidential nominee faces 
the Republican nominee in the general election. 
He was an early leader in the Southern revolt 
against Mr. Truman. Yet when the group start- 
ed to bolt the party at Jackson, Miss., Peters 
bolted the bolters. 

When there were rumors that a Truman dele- 
gation might go. up from Georgia seeking seats, 
Roy Harris and Peters had the State Democratic 
Executive Committee pick an “uninstructed” 
delegation to the National Committee. When 
National Committeeman Ed Rivers turned over 
the credentials to Peters and the threat of a 
rival delegation was ended, however, the State 
Democratic Convention at Macon erased the 
“yuninstructed” term, and told the delegation to 
support Gen. Eisenhower over Mr. Truman. 


The Talmadge leadership joined Jimmy 
Roosevelt and a crowd of New Dealers in a 
move te draft Eisenhower. When it looked like 
he was being roped in on a move to back Jus- 
tice Douglas, a2 New Dealer, following Ike’s 
“no,” however, Peters backed off from the 
eaucus. He was scheduled to attend Jimmy 
Roosevelt's caucus here Saturday night just 
as an “observer,” carefully watching for new 
pitfalls. And on Sunday afternoon, Peters 
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plans to go to the “State’s Rights” caucus of 
Southern States revolting against Truman— 
the same group he left in Mississippi—and still 
as an observer. 


Thus we see a conservative Talmadge leader 
shuttling back and forth between an extreme 
group of Southerners who would quit the Demo- 
cratic Party and an extreme group of New 
Dealers. 

President Truman apparently will be renomi- 
nated. The Talmadge delegation will go down 
fighting Mr. Truman’s nomination;.but it must 
be careful not to bolt the party or endanger 
the chances of Democratic Nominee Truman’s 
victory over Republican Nominee Dewey in 
Georgia in Novemebr. Had Eisenhower con- 
sented to the draft, the Talmadge delegation’s 
position would be ace-high. As it is, the dele- 
gation is in an awkward position. 

The Talmadge convention’s best move in this 
situation was to make a play for support from 
Sen. Russell’s friendsby moving to drive Tom 
Linder away from the Senate race. How suc- 
cessful it was in picking up Russell’s friends 
is a matter of opinion. Likewise, opinions dif- 
fer as to how many Linder friends they drove 
to Thompson.

Inconsistent Laws 


Editor Constitution: Inconsistency is the 
word! Under our present laws an infant, or 
minor, as we call them, can be drafted for 
military service in time of war or peace, and 
he is not permitted to vote on this vital ques- 


: tion: neither is it left to a referendum of the 


thousands of young men throughout this nation. 

Then, on the other hand, an infant may, if 
he has cause for a guardian, appoint one of 
his own choosing, and in certain instances, he 
may contract, or act as an agent, or become a 
partner in business; he may vote, and with the 
consent of his parents, he may enter into the 
bonds of matrimony. He may deposit his own 
money in a bank, and in his own name, and his 
parents and all the king’s horses cannot: with- 
draw his personal bank deposit. 

But on the other hand, our Georgia law states 
very specifically that the age of majority in this 
State is 21 years: until that age all persons are 
minors. Now, with all the legal prerogatives 
aforesaid mentioned, our law states that a minor 
shall not be permitted to purchase an innocuous 
package of cigarettes, nor any imitation thereof 
(Code Section, 26-6801). And the code further 
states that if any person shall furnish his minor 
child with any intoxicating liquors, the father 
or mother shall have a right of action against 
said person (Code Section, 105-1205). And in 
Section 84-1611 it is unlawful for any person to 
play a game of billiards until he has reached the 
age of 21 years. Oh, what inconsistency!

LONDON—tThe National Health Insurance Act went into operation Monday, 
July 5, in as fine a state of nerves as any psychiatrist has ever seen. The doc-

The outlook at the moment is not exactly 
promising. Of approximately 1,500,000 _ per- 
sons not previously registered, (the self- 
employed, the free lancers ,thei wives, etc.) 
only a third of that number had done so 
at the time of the deadline. Of the 500,006 
registration cards that were turned in, half 
were incorrectly filled out and had to be 
returned, I am told by responsible people 
directly concerned with the Act. 


Four days ago I heard someone asking at 
the Post Office in Bedford Street for forms, and 
he was told, “We are out of them. Hcpe to have 
some in a few days.” 

In Parliament, three days before the inau- 
guration of the great experiment, a member 
complained that the lists of doctors from which 
patients were to choose their physicians had not 
been posted in libraries and Post Offices as 
promised. 

Mr. Bevan replied that he had asked the doc- 
tors’ own Executive Committee to get these 
lists ready after June 25. 

The M. P. went on with his complaint: when 
he found no list in his Post Office, he said, he 
telephoned to the Ministry of Health, where he 
was told to go to a library and look up the local 
register. He found the list, and of three names, 
one was now a bombed site and the two others 
had moved away. “This is a serious situation,” 
the M. P. continued. “Can you not give the 
country any information, Mr. Bevan, as to when 
these names will be available?” 

Mr. Bevan replied that it was the doctors’ 
own fault for being so tardy in accepting the 
new Act; there had been a rush at the very last 
minute, many councils had asked that the lists 
should not be published in an incomplete state. 
“It is entirely the consequence of the conduct 
of official propaganda by the medical profession. 
I refuse to accept the slightest responsibility.” 

He then explained that 20,000,000 panel pa- 
tients were automatically transferred; and /7,- 
500.000 had already been entered on doctors’ 
lists. 

My own doctor is staying out of the scheme,

The penalty for nonregistration by an indi- 
vidual can be as much as $40 per week begin- 
ning today and going on until he does register. 
Some doctors doubt, however, if penalties such 
as this can be enforced if large numbers of 
people refuse to co-operate. 

It is for the most part the small, self-em- 
ployed person due to pay $1.30 per week but re- 
ceiving no unemployment benefit who is being 
obstinate about signing up. 


Tens of thousands of new administrators 
will be added to the nation’s pay roll; clerks, 
secretaries. Enormous buildings all over the 
country are being taken over for this pur- 
pose, each to be filled up with secretaries, 
filing clerks, typists. In the town of New- 
castle alone, a new “palace” is actually 
being built for the housing of administra- 
tors in that vicinity—some 30,000 of them. 
Paper work such as files, instructions, pam- 
phiets, tables of schedules and penalties 
are being multiplied endlessly. 


All in all, I can only repeat that “time will 
tell.” At this writing all is chaos in the Min- 
istry of Health, doctors’ offices, hospitals and 
every. medical center in the country. It may all 
work out beautifully in the end. But I shouldn’t 
like to be in Mr. Aneurin Bevan’s shoes today.

But the years took their toll. Liane’s fragile 
loveliness faded and she slipped out of sight. No 
one seemed to know what had become of her 
until a recent news dispatch from Paris revealed 
her whereabouts. 

As age tightened its grip, Liane had forsaken 
her life of gay frivolity and turned to religion and 
charitable work. During World War II she lived 
in Switzerland, and recently, at the age of 78, 
joined a convent in Lausanne as a postulant, under 
the name of Sister Anne Marie Madeline. 

Crippled by arthritis, she was forced to spend 
her nights in a Lausanne hotel, but she none the 
less participated in the convent services. 

The road which was eventually to lead to a 
Swiss convent had its origin in Bayonne, France, 
where Liane was born. While still in her teens, 
she married a French naval officer, but the pair 
were soon divorced.

She amassed a 
fabulous collection of jewels and in 1906 a 
wealthy Englishman gave her a large annuity. 

At the height of her fame, she often startled 
the patrons at Maxim’s restaurant by appearing 
with two Algerian boys in oriental costumes as 
attendants. While Liane sat enthroned like an 
Arabian Nights queen, the youthful servitors 
squatted at her feet. 

sut of all Liane’s escapades, probably the most 
widely publicized was her romance with young 
Prince George Ghika, then heir apparent to the 
throne of Serbia. The details of their first meet- 
ing were somewhat obscure, but the events 
leading up to their formal engagement were not. 

One day Liane appeared on a fashionable Paris 
boulevard attired in a large feathered hat, which 
was so outlandish that it was greeted with jeers 
of derision. Infuriated, Liane promptly hit one 
of her tormentors, Edouard Martet, over the head 
with her parasol, 

Ghika, who had been hovering admiringly in 
the background, then leapt into the fray and 
landed several blows on Martet and two feminine 
companions. The fracas was finally halted by the 
police, who placed all five disputants under arrest. 
Ghika thereupon settled the controversy by in- 
forming the police commissioner that he was a 
member of the nobility. 

“And the lady who has been attacked by these 
boors,” he added, “is Mile. Liane de Pougy, my 
fiancee, whom I am here to protect.” 

This romantic information was subsequently 
chronicled by every newspaper in Paris. Liane 
did not deny the announcement, and a month 
later the couple were married. 

Liane, nearing middle age, then took her young 
prince off to her castle in Brittany and subse- 
quently to the Algerian villa. Before long, how- 
ever, there were rumors of domestic Strife. 

Eventually Ghika instituted divorce proceed- 
ings. Liane decided not to make a fight, and the 
prince won his freedom. 

Then, apparently disillusioned, Liane passed 
into obscurity. There she remained until.-.the 
recent announcement of her entrance into the 
Swiss convent, where she at last found peace. 

“Never,” she said, “have I been so happy. I 
pray and I wait.”

AS SUSAN PETERS’ magnificent will- 
power, which once saved her life, partly 
responsible for the break-up of the crip- 

pled film star’s marriage to Actor Richard Quine? 

That would be tragic irony, but Susan says it 
is true. 

Sitting in the paraplegic’s wheelchair, around 
which all her future life will be centered, Susan 
recently discussed the complicated problem of 
marital relations which had faced her and Quine 
since she accidentally shot hérself during a hunt- 
ing trip near San Diego on New Year’s Day, 1945. 

. The announcement of the Quines’ separation 
had shocked Hollywood. 

Quine, tall, Detroit-born stage, radio and screen 
actor, had shown great devotion to Susan since 
the accident that had paralyzed both legs. When 
she had improved enough to go gut, he had 
piloted her wheelchair to friends’ homes, to res- 
taurants and even to night clubs. 

Hollywood: had regarded the marriage with 
sentimental affection. If the more realistically- 
minded had foreseen trouble ahead, they had cher- 
ished the hope that the miracle would fast. 

Susan is more clear-eyed about the rift. 

“Please don’t think I am being noble about 
this,” she said. “Dick and I probably could have 
lived together for six Or seven years. He is a fine 
man and I still have great affection for him. But 
we were not making each other happy. So why 
not break up while we both were young enough 
to re-shape our lives? And, particularly, why wait 
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until our adopted son, Timothy, would be old 
enough to be hurt by our separation? 

“I suppose the wheelchair was an important 
factor in our troubles, but Dick and I had diffi- 
culties even before the accident. 

“] think I am about 75 per cent to blame. I am 
very strong-willed and determined. I lose my 
temper when I get angry. 

“For the first year,” explained the star, “All 
our energies were devoted to my survival and 
there were no problems. But as my health grew 
better and as life became more normal, | | gan 
to fight to be independent again, even in a wheel- 
chair. I wanted to get back to my career. I think 
maybe I pressed too hard. I am very determined.” 

Friends have admired Susan for this determi- 
nation. They particularly recall a momeni after 
the accident. 

At Mercy Hospital in San Diego, they were 
whispering it would be merciful for the doctors 
to let Susan die. 

She lay tortured with pain, burning up with 
fever, her spinal column severed by the .22 caliber 
bullet from a target rifle. The bullet hac been 
removed, but the star had responded hardly a: all 
to one blood transfusion aiter another. Her 
chances were virtually nil. 

Then, to the amazement of doctors, she opened 
her eyes and asked for her husband. 

Quine, his Coast Guard uniform wrinkled from 
his long vigil, bent over her. 

“Dick,” she breathed, “I just want you to know 
that I am not going to die.” 

Susan had the best medical care that mohey 


estranged mate and he agreed that the accident 
was not the primary cause of their separation. 
“First of all,” he said, “it was our personali- 
ties. We are exact opposites. | am easy-going, 
relaxed. Susan is terrifically vital. | am afraid I 
spent most of my time getting on her nerves.

some time ago that the marriage was not going to 
last. But we were anxious to see that it did. 

“We have nothing to hide from anybody. 
Susan is a wonderful girl. And tremendously 
brave. She certainly isn’t to blame for the separa- 
tion. I'd like to think that I’m not too much to 
blame, either. It was just one of those things that 
happened to two people.” 

Susan met Dick on the.M-G-M lot, where both 
were under contract. They couldn't get married 
right away because Quine, though separated, was 
not divorced trom Actress Susan Paley. She won 
her freedom Oct. 29, 1942. LD.ck and Susan 
announced their engagement the following Febru- 
ary, then Dick went into the Coast Guard. 

He and Susan were married on Nov. 7, 1943. 
They thhlad only-a five-day honeymoon because 
Susan had to go back to work and Quine had 
to report back to his base. 

Early in the marriage, Susan suffered a serious 
illness and had to undergo surgery in April, 1944. 
Then on the foliowing New Year’s Day came the 
tragic hunting accident. 

The future? 

Susan will live with her aunt and a nurse. 
There is an attendant who has worked with para- 
plegics. He lifts Susan in and out of her car, which 
has been rigged up so she can drive it herself. 

Financially, things are a little tougher. 

Susan is no longer under salary at M-G-M. 
Dick said he expected soon to be free-lancing. 

Since her accident, Susan has done radio guest 
shots and one picture, “The Sign of the Ram,” in 
which she played a paralyzed heroine, who ex- 
erted a baleful tyranny over her family. 

Quine said: “Susan was reluctant to do any- 
thing in which she would be received with nothing 
but sympathy. She wanted to return as an 
actress, not just as a girl who got shot.” 

With characteristic courage, Susan said she 
was going ahead with her career. 

Will she succeed despite her handicap? 

The issue may provide the biggest challenge 
yet to Susan Peters’ will-power.

She was a bit low on funds at the moment.

Confronted with blackmail of this type, any 
one of her victims would feel like murdering her.

© a A bleak winter morning, Feb. 26, 1931, 
a workman taking a short cut across Van 
Cortlandt Park, in The Bronx, miles away from 
her home, stumbled across the body of Vivian 
Gordon. 

She was found lying on her side, as if tired, 
in a little ravine. 

She wore a handsome velvet dress trimmed 
with lace. She wore the sheerest silk stockings. 
Surprisingly—for it was very cold-——-there was no 
coat. She had been garroted. 

Around her neck was a six-foot length of 
clothesline, strained tight. 

There began what was perhaps the most spec- 
tacular and determined hunt for a woman’s mur- 
derer in that whole period, where -violent death 
was almost a daily occurrence in New York. It 
happened that at that moment the city’s police 
force was under fire. ; 

Certain vice squad policemen had been accusede 
of framing women on vice charges. One of the 
first things the police discovered was that Vivian 
Gordon had offered to give evidence against a 
vice squad policeman. 

The hunt extended te almost every city east 
of the Mississippi, guided by Vivian’s vivid diary, 
and into many an otherwise untainted home. It 
turned out that there were hundreds of men who 
had reason to murder Vivian Gordon. 

The police were forced to ask these shaken 


citizens to establish alibis for the night that she 
was murdered. 

So lucrative had been her blackmail opera- 
tions that Vivian Gordon had retained an attor- 
ney, John A. Radeloff, to administer her property. 
He figured at length in her diary two years be- 
fore the murder. 


HE diary stated that Sam Cohen, a loft thief 

known to the New York underworld by the 
graphic nickname ‘“Chowderhead,” had visited 
Radeloff and threatened to do away with her. 

Once she wrote, pitifully, for it shows how 
friendless such a woman can be: “There is no 
one close to me to put up a squawk if anything 
occurred.” 

After something inevitably did occur—-her 
murder..-Radeloff and Cohen were among the 
first questioned. Both had alibis. 

Vivian Gordon’s greed was bottomless, the in- 
vestigation developed. She even tried to turn her 
arrest in 1923 on a vagrancy charge, which cul- 
minated in her divorce, into an asset. She wrote 
the detective who arrested her: 

“You Know doubt recall how you framed 
Benita Bischoff on March 9, 1923, causing her to 
be convicted of vegrancy. She is now writing to 
tell you that she is going to appear before the 
Vice Commission to tell the whole story. She 
leaves the rest to your imagination...” 

This was an open invitation to a payoff, but 
the detective didn’t answer her. He carefully kept 
the letter. . 

When he was questioned during the investiga- 
tion of her murder, it developed he was on a 
isermuda trip when she was killed: 

To her husband, who had remarried, she car- 
ried her venom. She wrote him: 

“You know that my conviction was caused by 
a frameup. When I am through it will be just 
too bad for you. 

“T intend to go the limit and you know as 
well as I do that this will mean your finish.” 


KR husband spurned this, another obvious at- 

tempt at blackmail. As the facts about Vivian 
Gordon appeared in the press after her murder, 
it didn’t finish him. 

But it did finish her 16-year-old daughter, also 
named Benita, who had been raised in ignorance 
of her mother’s identity and career. 

“This is too much for me,” the child wrote a 
week after she learned that the woman she knew 
as her mother, Benita Bischoff, was also the ad- 
venturess and blackmailer, Vivian Gordon. She 
committed suicide. 

On the night Vivian Gordon was killed, she left 
her apartment, the police learned, wearing a mink 
coat, a $2,500 diamond ring, and a $665 wristwatch.

The state charged that with Schlitten acting 
as chauffeur, Stein and Greenberg stopped at her 
apartment. 

The prosecution maintained Stein had told her 
he was bringing “a sucker with a quarter of a 
million in diamonds.” 

She came down, carefully groomed, heavily 
perfumed, wearing her mink coat over her velvet 
dress, and bedecked with her jewels. 

She was introduced to Greenberg, who posed 
as “the sucker.” 

“Where have you been all my life?” Vivian 
greeted him. 

The car drove off. 

According to the prosecution, after a time 
Schlitten heard a scuffle in the back seat of the 
car and when he looKed back, Stein and Greenberg 
already had a length of clothesline around Vivian 
Gordon’s neck. 

When it came to the trial, Greenberg and Stein 
had alibis. They were acquitted. But Mulrooney 
awarded $15,000 to the informant whose informa- 
tion had led to the arrests. 

The police officially closed the case, but no- 
body paid for the murder. Vivian Gordon wouldn't 
have approved of that.

HERE was anticipation in the blue eyes of the 
T pretty young matron who hurried down the 

main street of Preston, Idaho. She hummed 
a tune that drifted out from a beer tavern juke 
box. She listened to the laughter within. 

She paused—one hand on the doorknob. 

Then, startled into realization of what she was 
doing, she stopped. The censor of her mind had 
pictured for her a little black book that lay on a 
shelf in her kitchen; a diary in which she must 
record truthfully every act of her waking hours. 

Those were the sheriff's orders——for this young 
woman was a parolee. 

Would she dare write that she had visited a 
beer parlor while.on probation? 

Guiltily the young mother retraced her steps 
to her own little cottage and the three young chil- 
dren left without protection. They” clamored 
around her, hut she kept right on until her hand 
clasped the diary from which she started to read. 


“June 20, Sunday—-In the forenoon I did my 
usual household duties. Then at 1 p. m. I rode to 
Franklin with some friends and came back at 
2 p. m. While I was away my baby sitter took 
care of my children. Then prepared dinner. At 
4 p. m., in the company of a neighbor, took the 
children downtown. I was home at.5:15. The 
evening was spent quietly at home. Retired at

There was nothing in those lines that could 
raise an objection from Sheriff Lee Hansen, or 
from City Attorney Ben Johnson, who had been 
instrumental in having her placed on parole as a 
delinquent mother.

If a check-up showed that the boy had failed 
to tell the truth the controls would be tightened. 
If a parent signed the diary knowing it to be in- 
correct he or she would be brought into court for 


,contributing to the delinquency of a minor. 


Later results suggested that not only had the 
records kept the boys out of trouble but they had 
helped them organize their time. 

Typical of the diary entries of the young sheep- 
rustlers are the following: 

“Sat. March 29. I got home at 5 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon and I began to write in my diary. 
Then milked the cows and went to bed at 8:30. 

‘Sun. March 30. I woke up at 6:30 Sunday

morning, milked my cows and went to Sunday 
School. I got home at noon, ate dinner, then went 
over to my boy friend’s home, fooled around a 
little with baseball till 3. Went car riding with 
him down to Weston. We went up and seen my 
girl. I talked to her about till 5:30, then came 
home, done the chores, ate and went to bed.” 

One requirement of the new probation pro- 
gram was that the parolees be in the presence of 
their parents after 8 p. m. Another that they 
attend church on Sunday. 

The seven original guinea-pig delinquents all 
entered the armed services with clean records; all 
remembered the sheriff with greetings at Christ- 
mas time and all now have returned to become 
respected citizens of their community. 

Another young parolee, aged 14, who was 
picked up for petty thieving from parked Cars, 
learned a great deal more than discipline from 
his experience. When ordered to keep a diary 
he explained that he couldn't write. 

“You'll have to learn,” the sheriff insisted, and 
when the first pitifully illegible entry was de- 
ciphered it was the simple statement: 

“IT help Mather in House all day.” 

Three months later the boy wrote, in an excel- 
lent hand, “I am very busy every day, doing 
things on the farm. The last week, I have been 
thinning beets. I go to church every Sunday and 
on Friday nights I go to a picture show in Dayton 
that the Church puts on.” 

A 20-year-old youth arrested for forgery and 
put on the diary-writing probation program now 
holds a Government job. 

A ne’er-do-well loafer who did nothing to sup- 
port his wife and two children was caught 
burglarizing a shop. Sending him to jail for his 
offense would have been justified but he, too, was 
put on the diary, system of rehabilitation. 

He got a good job and became a companion 
to his wife and youngsters. 

Sheriff Hansen said nothing can beat his 
“Dear Diary” plan for taking care of strays. 

~““People are just like sheep,” he said. “If a 
sheep gets lost, it’s because no one was theré to 
take care of it. Same way with people.” 

The sheriff has been right there taking care 
of his flock, burning the midnight electricity every 
Saturday night to learn how they’ve been behav- 
ing during the week. 

All that réading is hard on his eyes, he ad- 
mitted, but results certainly warm his heart. 
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MENTAL QUIRKS

HE case of a ten-year-old girl, whose mild 

T illness was turned into a prolonged sickness 

and paralysis by a slap on her face, exempli- 

fies some recently found refationships between 
emotions and chronic ailments, 

This child, a pupil in a San Francisco school, 
was attacked by infantile paralysis, which weak- 
ened the muscles of her left arm and shoulder 
girdle to some extent. She was getting well when, 
one night, she had a nightmare and screameu. The 
hospital nurse slapped her hard. Following this 
experience, the child developed painful stiffness of 
the back and paralysis of the right leg. 

She was taken to Dr. Jurgen Ruesch, psychi- 
atrist of the University of California Medical 
School and of the Langley Porter Clinic, in San 
Francisco, who discovered the origin of this girl’s 
sickness was in “broken home” life. 

The patient’s father was an alcoholic, and was 
divorced by her mother. When the mother re- 
married, the girl had fear and hatred of her step- 
father, but concealed her feelings. A week before 
being laid up with polio, she was horrified by 
seeing her stepfather beat a puppy. When, later, a 
nurse slapped her, the girl suffered mental anguish 
which developed into a fear that the stepfather 
would treat her the same way he had the puppy. 

By making her understand that she really had 
no reason to fear her stepfather and getting him 
to reassure her, the doctor was able to cure her. 

Dr. Ruesch and other psychiatrists can not 
only cure but also foresee the possibilities of 
chronic ailments and can prevent them. 

According to the “psychosomatic” (mind-and- 
body) viewpoint in medicine, advocated by these 
psychiatrists, a person’s health examination should 
include not only organs, tissues and chemical 
processes of the body but, also, the mental con- 
dition — that is, the whole personality. 

Dr. Ruesch and Prof. Karl M. Bowman, and 
their colleagues in San Francisco, have particu- 
larly investigated the relationships between the 
personality and the chronic type of disease, which 
afflicts some 25,000,000 people in this country. 

The hundreds of patients examined were di- 
vided into five main groups. 

Firstly, hysterical patients—such as those para- 
lyzed or blinded or lamed; secondly, those who 
make themselves ill by over-eating, drinking 
liquor, consuming “sleeping pills,” and exposing 
themselves to accidents and infections; thirdly, 
patients suffering from stomach and intestinal 
ulcers, high or low blood pressure, diabetes and 
such diseases; fourthly, those whose mild bodily 
illness is made worse by psychological experience; 


fifthly, those made invalids by physicians and 


surgeons, unaware of the psychological effects of 
drastic treatments and operations. 

There was a strikingly “high incidence of 
broken homes” in the childhood background ot all 
these varied patients. Dr. Ruesch and Dr. Eow- 
man state that for all their five groups “the di- 
vorce rate for the women is considerably higher 
than that of the normal population.” The patterns 
of personality maladjustment varied, among other 
things, with the patient’s rank in the family. 
Peptic ulcers were particularly common among 
those who had been younger or youngest children. 
Thyroid disease, needing operation, occurred par- 
ticularly among the older or the oldest children. 

Individuals with a great yearning to get ahead 
in the world were found to be prone to peptic 
(duodenal) ulcers. They are the type, too, that 
wants to monopolize, or to be constantly assured 
of, the affection of one or more persons. The 
affection might be exchanged for some success in

life. If either is wanting, the person may develo 

ulcers. The very ambitious man, who is held back 
from unscrupulous practices by a stern conscience 
is likely to develop the shaking palsy, Parkinson’. 
disease, Dr. Gottard Booth has reported. 

By the use of modern psychological methods, 
such as the Rorschach Test and the Minnesota 
Multiphase Personality Inventory, psychiatrists 
like Dr. Ruesch are able to obtain a “profile,” a 
blueprint of a person’s personality, especially of 
the mental trends which control the technic of 
adjustment to life situations. 

Dr. Karl Menninger, Topeka psychiatrist, has 
classified: seven main varieties of personality 
types, from the standpoint of bodily and mental 
ailments; these types are: somatic (apt to be 
bodily ill), stupid, lonely, moody, queer, frus- 
trated, anti-social. 

In the shaping of any type of personality, and 
in its maturity, the home plays a tremendously 
important part. The child needs the fullest affec- 
tion of both parents. He should never be told that 
he is a “bad child,” but the parents can point out 
a particular wrong behavior and show a better 
way. Through inadequate love or contrary in- 
structions from the father and the mother, and 
other wrong home influences, the child either fails 
to mature emotionally or develops harmful tech- 
nics of behavior. 

Dr. Ruesch says that the sufferers from psy- 
chosomatic diseases, such as Stomach _ ulcers, 
asthma, high blood pressure and enlargement ot 
the thyroid, are often immature, infantile person- 
alities, who develop physical symptoms under the 
strain of adult life. 

Dr. Frederick Rosenheim, of Boston, recently 
reported to the American Orthopsychiatric Asso- 
ciation the case of a boy who had severe “tics,” 
uncontrollable twitching of face and body. His 
father was harsh, and the child had identified 
himself, mentally, with animals. 

From this condition the psychiatrist skilfully 
brought him around to a normal outlook on life, 
and stopped his tics. 

So medicine is finding ways of foreseeing, 
preventing and ending mental and physical ills, 
and at the same time showing how home life and 
society generally can be improved.

ACK in 1881, when 15-year-old Kate Shelley 

saved a train and its passengers at the risk 

of her own life, she was rewarded with a 
half-barrel of flour and a load of coal. 

But Kate was a thrifty soul, inured to poverty 
and hard work. Short, sturdy and blue-eyed, she 
lived with four younger children and a widowed 
mother in an unpainted shack on a quarter-section 
of poor farming land. With her, staples like flour 
and fuel were not to be treated lightly. She used 
them in baking much-needed bread for the family. 

Later, of course, when word of her exploit got 
around, other rewards more in keeping with urban 
ideas of gratitude came her way in the form of 
cash, gold medals, a college scholarship, a life- 
time job, rare honors, and mail from all over the 
country. None of these things turned her head. 

The. Shelley home overlooked Honey Creek, 
a tributary of the Des Moines River. Beside it 
ran the rails of the Chicago & North Western 
main line. 

From that house the father, Mike Shelley, a 
railroad section foreman, born in Tipperary, Ire- 
land, had gone forth to his death in a train 
accident near the river in 1879. 

Shortly afterward, his oldest son, Mike, Jr., 
had been drowned there while swimming. 

On the afternoon of July 6, 1881, Mrs. Shelley 
and her brood—-Kate, James, Mayme, Margaret 
and John—were huddled indoors uneasily watch- 
ing the storm clouds. There had been rain off 
and on for a week, and the normally shallow 
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Honey Creek had reached its high-water mark. 

Lightning streaks and the rumble of thunder 
held the youngsters spellbound at the windows. 
Then came sheets of rain-—-rain that was to lift 
the river six inches within an hour and, before 
morning, wash out eleven of the Des Moines 
Valley’s twenty-one bridges! 

As a railroad man’s daughter, Kate realized 
the danger. She saw, too, the trouble nearer 
home, Rising water was about to engulf the 
Shelley barn in which their old white horse, their 
cow and calves had sought refuge. 

“Mother,” Kate announced, “I am going to get 
the stock out of that barn before it’s too late.” 

Putting on an old straw hat and a coat, the 
gir] splashed her way downhill through tumbling 
rivulets and drenching rain, and drove the animals 
up to higher ground. On her way back home. she 
paused to rescue some baby pigs from an exposed 
hay mound. Half an hour later, safely indoors, 
she saw the barn slowly collapse and float away. 
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Crawling Across the Bridge in the Face of the 
Lashing Storm, Panic Seized Kate When She Saw 
an Uprooted Tree Bearing Down on Her.

Few words were spoken in the Shelley home 
that night as the mantelpiece clock ticked away 
the long hours. The younger children dozed fit- 
fully. Tension gripped the family. 

The clock struck nine. Ten. Eleven. 
continued to lash the dark night. 

At Boone, railroad officials were worried. The 
train dispatcher ordered out engine No. 12 and 
a crew to run from Moingona to Boone, testing 
the bridges. This crew consisted of Ed Wood, 
engineer; George Olmstead, fireman; Adam Agar, 
brakeman, and Pat Donohue, who had succeeded 
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Mike Shelley as section boss. Kate knew these men. 
Running light, they backed down the track, 
crossed the Des Moines River at Moingona, and 
cautiously approached Honey Creek. Donohue 
peered at the bridge, gave the go-ahead signal. 

“The track’s here,” he shouted above the 
storm, “and everything’s all right!” 

Those were his last words. The wooden bridge 
began to sway crazily. Engineer Wood opened 
his throttle wide in a desperate effort to speed 
across. That was a fatal error. The bridge fell 
suddenly. Later, Mr. Wood recalled: 

“When the crash came and No. 12 plunged 
down into the water, she screamed like a lady.” 


ATE SHELLEY, in her trackside home a few 

minutes after 11, heard that scream. She had 
watched the locomotive enter the bridge, its head- 
light beam stabbing the rainy blackness. She 
had heard distifctly the engine bell toll once, 
twice, and then— 

“Oh, mother,” 
down!” 

She sat with hands folded in prayer till the 
crack of timbers and hiss of escaping steam had 
ceased to rise above the gale. 

“It seemed as still as death, as silent as the 
grave,” she stated afterward. “The storm and all 
else were forgotten, and I said I must go to help 
the men. Mother tried to dissuade me, but at 


she sobbed, “they’ve gone 


at the prospect of being toppled into the seething 
water when the tree smashed against the bridge. 
But somehow it floated harmlessly between the 
piers, spraying her with leaves and spume. 

At last, after what had seemed like hours, 
Kate stood again on solid ground. She paused 
to catch her breath. Then she tried to run to 
the Moingona depot, half a mile away, but her 
strength was gone. She never could recall, after- 
ward, how she managed to stagger into the one- 
room station, still clutching the shattered lantern. 

‘Hatless, dripping water, with stringy hair and 
distended blue eyes, she gasped her message to 
the agent. Then she fainted. Someone said, “The 
girl is crazy.” . 

But the agent Knew better. Dashing outside, 
he waved a rede lantern frantically just as an 
engine whistle pierced the murky gloom. The 
crack train ground to a stop. 

The engineer descended from his cab, ready 
to bawl out the agent for halting the hotshot at 
a small way station, and on such a night. But 
when Kate told her story, the lord of the throttle 
fell silent. 

There were about 200 passengers. Piling gut 
of the coaches and Pullmans, they wept over, 
hugged, kissed, and shook the hand of little Kate 
Shelley. Someone passed a hat for her. In no 
time at all it was filled with money. 

A few minutes later, Kate led a rescue party

length she said: ‘Go, then, and do what you can!’” 

The girl took down her father’s old railroad 
lantern from a peg behind the door. Its wick was 
gone, but this she replaced with a piece of flannel 
skirt, and filled the bow! with kerosene. Then 
she slipped on her hat and coat and darted out. 

By that time the entire valley was flooded. The 
Shelley farmyard resembled what Kate described 
later as “the inside of a huge oval bowl filled 
with water which extended over the railroad 
track.” Unable to walk the ties to Honey Creek 
bridge, Kate climbed the wet slippery bluff be- 
hind her home and detoured to the southwest, 
There the roadbed was not inundated. She ran 
along the track to the broken bridge. 

Edging out onto it as far as she dared, the 
girl swung her lantern and yelled: 

“Haaal-looo! Is anybody down there?” 

A voice drifted back: “Yes, two of us, but we 
can hold on. You run to Moingona and flag the 
midnight limited!” 

Kate recognized by a lightning flash the 
engineer, Ed Wood, and his brakeman, Adam 
Agar. After the bridge snapped, the two men had 
clung to driftwood and drawn themselves up into 
a large tree that overhung the swirling creek. 
The other two crew members had “gone to glory.” 

“T will,” Kate hollered down, “but I'll be back 
with help for you as soon as I can.” 

The girl knew that unless the midnight ex- 
press were stopped, it would follow engine No. 12 
into a watery grave. 

Moingona was barely a mile distant, but the 
sullen Des Moines River, spanned only by a rail- 
road bridge, blocked her path. The fast train 
was almost due. By following a sodden pathway 
beside the creek, she reached the river bank, 


HE storm, after a brief lull, lashed out again 

with renewed fury. Kate gazed in terror at the 
600-foot bridge. The plank footwalk had been 
removed a few weeks before to discourage pedes- 
trians from using it. Between the ties lay nothing 
but water, dark and forbidding. 

Kate reflected with sinking heart that two 
members of her family had been killed near this 
spot. Would she be the third? If she failed, 
a trainload of passengers and crew was doomed. 
These fears tortured her as she hesitated on the 
river bank, buffeted by the gale. 

But she did cross—not on a run. Not even 
on a walk. She crawled! Her lantern globe broke, 
the light blew out. Guided only by lightning 
flashes and the feel of railroad ties under her 
hands and knees, Kate struggled ahead. 

More than once she was nearly pulled into the 
water when her dress caught on a spike. Jagged 
wood cut and bruised her. Every moment she was 
fearful lest the headlight of the eastbound limited 
shine its glare in her face. 

About halfway across, panic gripped her. A 
great tree, its roots thickly matted with earth 
clods, bore down on her. The girl was frightened 


to the spot where Engineer Wood and Brakeman 
Agar were clinging to life above the flood-ridden 
bank of Honey Creek. Then she went home to 
bed and slept the clock around. 

On July 7th the girl awoke to find herself 
famous. Admiring crowds visited her home. 
Reporters besieged her for interviews. Mail 
deluged her from all over the country: letters of 
praise, requests for this or that, prose and poetry 
written in her honor, even marriage poposals. 

The Chicago & North Western management 
gave her a gold medal, a lifetime pass over the 
system and—for it believed in being practical— 
half a barrel of flour and a load of coal. Twenty 
years later, when the road built a new iron bridge 
over the Des Moines River north of Moingona, 
the structure was named the Kate Shelley bridge. 

The Iowa Legislature voted Kate $5,000 in 
cash and a gold medal. School children of Du- 
buque, Iowa, decorated her, and a Shelley drinking 
fountain was erected in that city. Railroad con- 
ductors gave her a gold watch. A trainmen’s 
lodge was named in her honor—the first ever to 
bear a woman’s name. 

Kate’s brother, John, a retired trainman, be- 
longed to that lodge. 


CHICAGO newspaper raised a fund to pay off 

the $500 mortgage on the Shelley homestead. 
The story of Kate’s exploit was printed in a Third 
Reader used for years in Iowa public schools. 
More ballads were written about her than, per- 
haps, any other American girl of fifteen. Some 
were included in “best selections” for elocutionists. 
The noted temperance worker, Frances E, Willard, 
donated a college scholarship to her. 

Kate never married. After she grew up, she 
was appointed bill clerk of the Iowa State Senate. 
In 1903 the C. & N. W. gave her the lifetime job 
of railroad station agent at Moingona. ; 

But the tribute that seemed to touch her most 
deeply svas the stopping of passenger trains in 
front of her trackside home, far from any depot, 
to let her on or off——a rare honor which Kate 
often wished her railroading father could have 
lived to see. 

And when she died January 21, 1912,, the 
company ran a special train; with a delegation 
of brass hats, to the funeral. 

The old Shelley home was razed years ago, the 
North Western abandoned its right-of-way between 
Boone and Moingona, and the Moingona station 
building, where memories of Kate cling like tinsel 
to a Christmas tree, is now a private garage. 

But the broken lantern she carried across the 
storm-swept bridge may be seen today among 
other treasured relics in the state historical 
building at Des Moines. 

Thus the heroine of 1881 became a legend. 
Her place in American folklore is assured. As 
long as people thrill to the mournful wail of a 
locomotive whistle at night, so long will Kate 
Shelley be remembered. 


As Midget Auto Racing Fans 
Jam the Tracks One Ques- 
tion Constantly Arises— 
Who Will Be Killed Tonight?

UT of the maelstrom of speed 
OC a smoking midget car emerged 

at 70 miles an hour and shot 
through the retaining wall of Han- 
sen Park, Chicago. 

The other drivers hardly had time 
for a fleeting glance as they raced by 
in a mad whirl around the. midget 
track, but the thousands of spectators 
instantly abandoned interest in the 
race to .watch the most exciting 
spectacle of all. 

Was he dead? No, there he was, 
crawling from the wreckage. With 
a concerted sigh that might have 
been relief but sounded vaguely like 
disappointment, the audience saw 
Frank Stauber rise to his feet and 
walk 40 paces to an ambulance. 

They didn’t know until later that 
he was dead a moment after he en- 
tered the ambulance. 

There was a small benefit for the 
widow—about $500—but what good is 
that in place of a kind, loving father 
whose one weakness was a mania for 
the thrill of the midget race? 

Helen StauBer, his 29-year-old 
widow, must go on alone, shocked by 
tragedy, worried with the problem of 
raising Joy and little Frank, and 
Georgann, and Melody, who was bare- 
ly fwo when her father was killed. 

At least 41 racing drivers died in 
crashes in 1947, far and away the 
highest fatality rate of any so-called 
“sport.” There were probably others. 
Records are sketchy in this business. 

It isn’t always the drivers who 
leave the race on their way to the 
grave. At Peru, Ind., last Sept. 21, 
the careening car driven by Lee R. 
Clar plunged through the railing and 
killed three spectators. 

At Freeport, L. L, in July, 1946, 
one of the midget racers jumped 
a guard rail and crashed into 14 fans, 
injuring two seriously, 

The American Automobile Associa- 
tion blames the high accident rate on 
“outlaw racing,” or races not sanc- 
tioned by the AAA. In fact, until 
this year, only 10 per cent of the 400 
tracks operated under the rules and 
sanction of the AAA contest board. 

Nearly 1,000 officially recognized 
racing events will be held in 1948, 
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In the Tiny Cockpit of Every Car There Is Room for Two— 
the Driver and Death, Fighting Each Other Every Inch of Way. 


three times the previous all-time high 
set in 1939. The AAA contest board, 
for the first time in history, also 
planned to name a national midget 
race driver champion this year. 

An estimated 31 million citizens 
were spectators at midget racing 
during 1947. Midget cars roared over 
appgoximately 400 tracks, ranging 
from the well-conditioned, and com- 
paratively safe, ovals such as Soldier 
Field, Chicago, to the cruelly inade- 
quate death-traps in smaller towns. 

Although some big-time promoters 
deny the obvious coincidence, the gate 
receipts skyrocketed in direct pro- 
portion to the accidents and killings. 

Many promoters shy away from 
discussing the deaths, claiming that 
the crowds are growing because of 
the fierce competition. 

This explanation is not supported, 
however, by events such as those 
that happened in the outskirts of an 
eastern city where eight to ten thou- 
sand people fought through wearying 
traffic to watch a weekly program of 
hair-raising. speed around a quarter- 
mile track. 

On opening night, June 20, 1947, 
driver Joe Magnogna was _ killed 
there. From that night on, attend- 


* * 


ance increased at a great rate. 

All over the country the story of 
the midgets is the same. So-and-so 
was killed here last week; such-and- 
such car is a “death-car’; what’s-his- 
name is getting the jumps. 

Only the other night, Harry 
Sheeler, 40, of Miami, Fla., died in a 
crash at the Allentown, Pa., track. 

Behind it all is the unasked ques- 
tion: “Who may be killed tonight?” 

And the mob storms the ticket 
windows. 

When midget racing first became 
a popular spectator sport, it was cus- 
tomary for drivers to build or buy 
their own cars. Thus, they would 
take home 100 per cent of all prize 
money they might win. 

However, it was soon observed 
that owner-drivers were using a cer- 
tain amount of caution with their own 
valuable property (a good midget 
costs from $7,000 to $12,000). 

So a new plan was born. Spon. 
sors now own the cars, hiring driv- 
ers much the same as horse owners 
hire jockeys. 

Now, when the decision must be 
made to take a chance or pull up, 
the driver does not have the respon- 
Sibility of paying for damages.

The drivers themselves take a 
swaggering fatalistic attitude toward 
their dangerous vocation. Every one 
of the 400 drivers who raced in 1947 
was injured at least once in a crackup. 

There is not enough money in the 
game to justify the constant associa- 
tion with death—even the best who 
race all year around—average little 
more than $200 a week. 

The peculiar danger of midgets 
may lie in the right rear tire. When 
that one blows, and it is as vulner- 
able as any other tire under the con- 
stant heat of speed, the car tends to 
spin outward into the paths of the 
other cars which may happen to be 
behind at the moment. 

Since the cars race almost touch- 
ing each other, any dislocation inevi- 
tably causes a collision. ; 

Another source of disaster is the 
engine itself. Should that overheat, 
it will stop. When the engine stops, 
so do the rear wheels. And when the 
rear wheels stop dead at 70,miles an 
hour—the rest is obvious. 

The American Racing Drivers 
Club has set up a benefit fund. 

This fund is made of two dollar 
contributions from the car owner and 
the promoter each time the car starts 
arace. ‘The fund pays $30 a week dur- 
ing disability; all hospital expenses; 
and $1,000 in case of death. 

Since most midget accidents re- 
sult in fatalities rather than hospital 
cases, the payment is generally con- 
fined to the $1,000 for the family. 

These benefits do not apply to the 
bush-league tracks where most of the 
fatalities happen. 

There is no complete list of all the 
families whose main source of in- 
come is gone forever because of a 
midget racing accident. 

In 1948, the ARDC says the cars’ 
speed will be reduced by mechanical 
refinements. 

However, at any speed which will 
draw gate receipts, the element of 
danger will be present, the urge to 
win will ride the throttle, and many 
more homes will experience loss of 
husbands and fathers.

After a full day’s 
work in San Francisco, he again donned his white 
smock and picked up scissors and clippers in his 
makeshift attic barber shop and home. 

Customers there did not pay Frank. Instead, 
into a printed donation envelope they put some- 
thing for the church —from $1 to $5. 

“I feel this way,” Sibilia said, “we receive our 
daily bread and then give’ thanks by working a 
little bit for the spirit. Why give the Lord a few 
crumbs; why not a generous slice? 

“Sure, we already give of our own substance, 
but we can also give of our vocations.” 

Sibilia’s idea caught on instantly among other 
parishioners of his church; he received the help of 
his vicar, the Reverend Randolph Crump Miller 
(one of his earliest attic customers), and the sup- 
port of the Right Reverend Karl Morgan Block, 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of California. 

There were 45 communicants in the parish and 
$200 in the building fund when Frank began. 

But as the contagious enthusiasm for “voca- 
tional giving” spread, the church fund swelled. 
Carpenters, printers, stenographers donated their 
services. Lawyers, an accountant and salesmen 
worked after hours and gave their fees to the 
church. Photographers, dressmakers and tailors 
joined in the movement. One woman gave a case 
oi home-made jellies to be sold for the fund. 

Q@uite naturally, patrons of Sibilia’s barber 
shop were not untouched by the friendly fervor 
of his cause. Instead of customary and expected 
chatter, they were likely to hear talk of building 
a church. Among the usual popular periodicals 
m'ght be seen an occasional church publication. 

Donations in the small printed envelopes which 
are kept handy to chair No. 1 got bigger and 
bigger, up to $100. Big, too, were some of the 
names of the contributors: Lord Halifax, the 
former Ambassador from England; Bishop Y. Y. 
Tsu, from China; Jerome Kern, and others. 

The biggest sum came from the late W. B. 
Simpson, board chairman of a large steel corpora- 
lion, a check for $1,000. 

Other and smaller donations have come by 
mail from people who never saw Frank Sibilia, 
but who had read of his efforts in national church 
publications or heard of his work. 

Sibilia was proud when he, a barber, was in- 
cluded in a list of bishops and other leaders in 
the church’s honor role for 1947, “selected for 
outstanding contributions in furthering of the 
Christian religion.” 

Yet deeper was his feeling for the country in 
which these tributes came to him. He knew it 
could happen only in America. He was certain 
that only in this free country could he find the 
heritage of opportunity which he had grasped. 

The communicants of St. Alban’s, now number- 
ing some 170 persons, worship in their spacious 
new home, dedicated last Dec. 21. Many people, 
in Albany and elsewhere, think of St. Alban’s as

ALL and beautiful Lucie Eugenie Dreyfus, 
T clad in black, her face pale and prematurely 

lined by grief bent tio desk in Paris, and 
took up a pen. Her own‘covfitrymen had turned 
against her husband, Captain Alfred Dreyfus. 

They had banfshed him as a traitor to Devil’s 
Island. Perhaps, she thought, the power of the 
press in another country might light the way to 
justice. 

This was her letter: 

“To William Randolph Hearst, Editor, New 
York Journal: 

“I know that my husband is innocent and is 
the victim of the vile machinations of some whose 
names are now honored in France. I have proofs 
which will bring it home to them, and clear Al- 
fred’s martial honor, and prove that an Alsatian 
officer who cheérfully adopted France as his 
fatherland could not betray his trust. 

“Jehovah, God, or Providence will, ere long, 
crush his enemies and restore him to me and to 
those two dear children who believe that he is 
away on business, and are anxiously awaiting his 
return. 

“Would that the case had happened in America 
instead of France, where a majority of the people 
are blinded by sectarian prejudices. I can only 
end by saying that I am convinced of my husband's 
absolute innocence, and mean to prove it. 

“And I lay before you and your earnest and 
justice-loving American readers some of these, my 
proofs and evidences of.the frightful wrong which 
has been done one of the bravest officers of 
France, my noble husband. 

LUCIE EUGENIE DREYFUS.” 

“Paris, Nov. 12, 1897.” 

Mr. Hearst’s reaction to that letter was the 
publication of a double-page, documented article, 
which opened the eyes of America, and the world, 
to the injustice done to a young Jewish officer, 
railroaded by the French Army to a lifetime of 
servitude on Devil’s Island. : 


T WAS entitled: “Proofs of the Cruel Wrong 

That Has Exiled Capt. Dreyfus To a Fate Worse 
Than Death,” and it appeared in the New York 
Journal on Nov. 21, 1897. 

It presented in detail the grounds for a reopen- 
ing of the Dreyfus case and it was followed, in 
the New York -Journal, and other Hearst news- 
papers, by other articles which helped bring an 
historic shame out into the open. 

The downfall of Captain Dreyfus occurred on 
Jan. 5, 1895, when he was subjected to what the 
French called the ceremony of degradation, fol- 
lowed by exile to Devil’s Island. 

* While 5,000 troops and a great crowd of citizens 
watched, Dreyfus, in charge of a squad of artillery- 
men, marched from the Cherche Midi prison in 
Paris to the great parade ground. There the gun- 
ners fell back. Dreyfus stood apart. 

Drums were silenced and General Darras spoke: 

“Dreyfus, you are unworthy to bear arms. In 
the name of the French Republic, we degrade 
you.” ‘ 

Dreyfus raised both arms and cried: 

“I am innocent. I swear that I am innocent.” 

The general’s adjutant, Gambier, a dragoon, 
strode forward. He tore off the galloons of 
Dreyfus’ cap, the buttons of the pelisse, the num- 
bers on the neck, the red stripes on the trousers 
and the trefoils of the sleeves. 

Dreyfus’ sword was left. The dragoon drew 
it and broke it in two across his knees. He threw 
the pieces on the ground, unfastened the sword 
belt and scabbard and threw them on the ground 

The drums rolled again. Dreyfus, shorn of his 
regalia, his career, his freedom, then had to parade 
before a line of troops. Men who wore the same 
uniform as his uniform added their insults to 
those of the citizens’ mob. 

“Kill him!” the mob cried. “Kill him.” 

“You degrade an innocent man,” Dreyfus once 
retorted. “Kill him!” they answered. In 10 
minutes the parade was over and the prisoner 
was bound for Devil’s Island. 

* + * 

Alfred Dreyfus was born in Mulhouse, Alsace, 
on Oct. 9, 1859, the son of a well-to-do Jewish 
manufacturer. He was 11 years old when the 
Prussian armies ‘that were to conquer Paris over- 
ran AJjsace. 

Tne Dreyfus family fled before the invaders. 
The family was able to rebuild its fortunes after 
the disaster that the war brought to France, but 
voung Alfred chose a military career. 

His talents and staunchness were so excep- 
tional as to enable him to overcome the prejudice 
azainst his co-religionists, and he was graduated 
from the Ecole Polytechnique, when he was 21 
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years old, with a commission as second lieutenant. 

His proven ability won him a promotion to 
first lieutenant two years later, though promotions 
are normally slow in a peacetime army and were 
particularly slow for Jews. 

A few years later, he was graduated from the 
Ecole de Guerre, the advanced war college to 
which a select few are sent, and was assigned to 
the General Staff, the first Jew ever to be given 
such an assignment. In the meantime, Dreyfus 
had married Lucie Hadamard. 

Dreyfus had been on the General Staff a little 
over a year when the events that were to make 
him a martyr occurred. 

In September, 1894, an anonymous note stolen 
from the German embassy in Paris, came into the 
hands of Lieut. Col. Hubert Henry, head of the 
intelligence bureau, General Staff. 

This piece of paper, to become famous as “the 
bordereau,” or schedule, proved that a French of- 
ficer was in treasonable communication with 
Lieut. Col. Max von Schwartzkoppen, the German 
military attache. 

The bordereau was a covering letter referring 
to documents that presumably accompanied it. 

These papers were described, and they in- 
cluded specifications of a new gun; details of a 
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change in artillery formations; the draft of re- 
visions in a handbook for field artillery. 

The hand-written letter appeared obviously the 
work of an officer attached to the General Staff 
and its contents suggested he was an artillery- 
man. Those who made it their work to affix the 
guilt naturally ran through the list of men who 
might have had access to the restricted informa- 
tion. They came upon the name of Dreyfus. 

To comprehend how the incredible events that 
followed could have happened, it is necessary to 
understand the utter lack of honesty and con 
science in persons blinded by prejudice. ‘There 
was strong anti-semitism in France that was 
fanned by foreign agents whose aim was to keep 
France weak by creating disunity. 

The army, willing to shift the blame for the 
loss of the war of 1870 on anything except mili- 
tary incompetence, had been particularly fertile 
soil for anti-semitism. 

Thus. Dreyfus, only because he was a Jew, 
became suspect. It was alleged that the bordereau 
was in his handwriting. Besides that, secret docu- 
ments were placed before the members of the 
court-martial. 

The result was inevitable: Dreyfus was con- 
victed and sentenced to Devil’s Island, in French 
Guiana, for life. The court professed, with the 
life sentence, to have shown him mercy. ‘Then it 
marked the case closed. 

But the conscience of France was not dead. 
And the determination of the army cabal to keep 
the Dreyfus case closed could not keep a few 
officers in lower echelons from looking further 
into the case. 

In this, they encountered the most complete 
discouragement of the top brass, who had no 
intention of giving the public any grounds for 
belief the army could be wrong or that there was 
a traitor in the French Army still uncaught. 

Nevertheless, these conscientious younger offi- 
cers persisted. Lucie Eugenie Dreyfus and Drey- 
fus’ brother steadfastly stood by them. They 
established to their own satisfaction that some 
of the evidence against Dreyfus had been forged.

Newspapers Played an Important 


Part in Restoring His Honor. 
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In the autumn of 1896, a small, yellow-backed 
pamphlet was circulated in Paris. It bore the 
title--the “Truth About the Dreyfus Affair.” The 
author was Bernard Lazare, a young journalist. 

Having observed the manifestations of organ- 
ized anti-semitism and.suspecting that the Jews 
were being attacked deliberately through Dreyfus, 
Lazare had looked into the case against the officer. 
This was difficult, and also dangerous—as it be- 
came apparent later. 

Lazare went over what little data the army had 
let out, analyzed and showed inconsistencies in the 
testimony of the experts who had given evidence, 
and presented some new facts. 

On the basis of these, he showed there was 
great doubt of Dreyfus’ guilt. He asked for a 
new trial for the officer. Lazare sent copies to 
all members of parliament and to newspapers. 

A few French papers took notice of it and 
dismissed the possibility of there having been an 
error. The army’s top brass ignored‘ it even 
though Lucie Dreyfus appealed to the German 
Emperor to declare that his country had received 
no aid from Dreyfus, 

But the young journalist’s efforts were by no 
means in vain, They were destined to be followed 
by the rousing of the world against this travesty 
of justice in France, the country that had long 
prided itself upon its liberalism. . 


IRST break came when the bordereau was 

reproduced in the original handwriting in Le 
Matin, in Paris, together with an explanation of 
how the similarities between it and Dreyfus’ hand 
writing were “proof” against him. But this in- 
spired publication of the bordereau boomeranged. 
Lazare published a new edition of his pamphlet 
with reproduction of the bordereau. 

This pamphlet was hawked in the streets of 
Paris, and a chance buyer was M. Castro, a 
banker. Looking at the bordereau, he recognized 
the handwriting as that of one of his clients, 
M. le Comte Walsin-Esterhazy, major of infantry, 
of the French Army. He made known the fact. 

A check-up on Esterhazy’s doings left no doubt 
among those sincerely getting at the truth that 
here, unquestionably, was the traitor, the man 
for whose crime Dreyfus was being punished. 

When Dreyfus was taken to Devil’s Island, he 
was denied even the company of the lowest crim- 
inals incarcerated there; he was confined alone 
in a specially-built stockade. 

Wives of. murderers were allowed to migrate 
to French Guiana and share the lot of their 
husbands on Devil’s Island, but Mrs. Dreyfus was 
not even permitted to visit her husband. 

Their correspondence was restricted to a few 
letters a year, and censored. He was not allowed 
to know if anything was being done in his be- 
bal¢€ in Paris. 

Dreyfus was subjected to physical indignities 


that made his existence an endless nightmare. 

In the United States, Mr. Hearst obtained the 
important data prepared by Lazare, and*he put 
the power of his New York Journal behind the 
fight for Dreyfus’ freedom. He revealed how 
Lazare had proved a miscarriage of justice and 
he published scientific comparisons of the hand- 
writing in the bordereau and in Dreyfus’ letters 
at three periods in his life. 

The graphological aspects of the case were not 
left to the French experts; the Journal printéd 
the report of studies made by David N, Carvalho 
of New York. ‘The Journal and the other Hearst 
newspapers also published Emile Zola’s fiery ar. 
ticles on the Dreyfus case exclusively in America. 


OLA, the most celébrated French novelist of 

the day, took the spotlight in the Dreyfus case 
early in 1898. 

The accusation of Major Esterhazy as the real 
author of the bordereau by those seeking to free 
Dreyfus had forced the army to bring Esterhazy 
before a court-martial. 

The army was still determined not to find it 
could be wrong. 

After brief proceedings, Esterhazy was found 
“not guilty.” 

Three days later, the newly founded news- 
paper, L’Aurore, published one of the most fa- 
mous articles in journalistic history, Zola’s open 
letter to the president of the republic, indicting 
the army cabal and the cabinet ministers who 
were responsible for Dreyfus’ conviction and 
incarceration. 

It bore the simple, classic heading, “J’Accuse” 

I Accuse. 

It created a sensation that the army and 
ministry of war could not ignore. Zola and 
M. Perrenz, editor of L’Aurore, were arrested. 
When Zola was brought to trial, his lawyers made 
it the first opportunity for evidence of Dreyfus’ 
innocence to be given in a law court. 

A large section of the public was convinced. 
But the conspirators who had put Dreyfus in 
prison were still strong. Zola was convicted and 
sentenced to a year in prison. Friends enabled 
him to escape to England and take refuge. 

Not only the Hearst newspapers, but the news- 
papers of England, Switzerland, Netherlands, 
Seandinavia were aroused now by the Alfred 
Dreyfus case, 

France’s proud slogan, “Liberty, equality, fra- 
ternity,” was being shown a fiction. Under the 
reaction from abroad, more Frenchmen pressed 
the government for a revision of the case. 

The minister of war tried to forestall the move- 
ment by reading in parliament a letter alleged 
to have been written by the Italian military at- 
tache, naming Dreyfus as one who had sold 
French secrets to him. This action was fortunate 
for Dreyfus, 

Bringing the letter into public light enabled 
it quickly to be proven a forgery—a forgery of 
Lieut. Col. Hubert Henry, first man to bring 
Dreyfus ‘under suspicion! (Confronted with his 
duplicity, Henry committed suicide.) 

Now the government was forced to reopen 
the Dreyfus case officially. An investigating body 
was formed, and after months of inquiry, the con- 
viction of Dreyfus was annulled and a new trial 
ordered, Dreyfus was brought back to France, 
but still treated as a convicted criminal. 

That was an omen of what was still to come. 
The new court-martial, held at Rennes, lasted a 
month. The army still was unable to admit error, 
and the proceedings were rigged. 

The seven-man court brought in an incredible 
verdict, “guilty with eXtenuating circumstances,” 
on Sept. 9, 1899. 

This was more than even the French public 
could stand: protests poured in on the president 
of the republi 

The government decided to pardon Dreyfus, 
This he, at first, declined. Acceptance of a par- 
don, he argued, would be a tacit admission of his 
rullt. Ile wanted nothing less than a complete 
exoneration. His family and friends approved of 
his stand, but persuaded him to accept the pardon. 


IS health was broken, and further imprison- 

ment might cost him his life. Out of prison, he 
could direct the fight for his vindication person- 
ally. So, on Sept. 19, 1899, Dreyfus found himself 
a free man. 

The liberation df Dreyfus did not cause any 
let-up in the activities of those determined to prove 
his innocence. The Hearst and other newspapers 
continued to expose the conspiracy. Other French- 
men rallied to his cause. 

On July 12, 1906, the battle was at last won. 
The French court of appeals finally found the 
sentence of 1894 baseless. The army was ordered 
to restore him to his rank and honors. 

Once again he stood in a public ceremony. 
The golden stripes of a major of artillery shone 
on his uniform. A new sword was placed at his 
side. The cross of the Legion of Honor was hung 
around his neck. 

Justice had been done, at last, thanks to men 
of good will and the courageous journalism of 
a free press.

Lieut. Col. Alfred Dreyfus died July 12, 1935, 
at the age of 75. In his last year, friends said, 
the nightmare of his imprisonment on Devil's 
Island often awakened him from sleep, though 35 
years had passed since he left the Island.

Nothing but an occasional “howdy” ever 
interrupted Grandma May Williamson in her 
job of delivering crates of mustard greens, col- 
lards, watermelons and tomatoes at village 
stores all along the route from Hattiesburg, 
her home, to Clarksdale 200 miles away. 

“I’m not afraid of anything, except dark 
clouds in the sky,” the 63-year-old great- 
grandmother said recently, “and I never carry 
a gun. I wouldn’t know how to shoot one.” 

The old lady. started her truck-driving job 
several years ago when her husband “took sick.” 

Mrs. Williamson saw nothing very remark- 
able about her sudden shift from home to high- 
way because she always believed that there was 
little distinction between man’s work and 
woman’s work. When there was a job to be 
done, she put her shoulder—or her capable 
hands——to the wheel and saw it through. 

Grandma Williamson said that she and her 
husband, L. W. Williamson, lost evervthing 
they had in the depression during the early ’30s. 
Then they started produce trucking, in a small 
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way, by bringing plums from Alabama to the 
Jackson, Miss., area. 

The business prospered, 
son's health faiied. 

His wife took over the all-night runs, start- 
ing from Hattiesburg with a loaded truck at 
8 oclock in the evening. She learned to make 
repairs in case of a breakdown, and though she 
turned the truck over three times she never was 
seriously hurt. 

he people of Hattiesburg were proud of 
Grandma Williamson, whose love for her hus- 
band and confidence in herself made her a 
success and something of a celebrity. 

The citizens of Decatur, Ill., regarded 80- 
year-old Ann Holland with the same sort of 
affection and respect that Mississippians felt 
for their truck-driving grandmother. 

Ann’s father was a watchman for the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, at a spot where school 
children crossed the tracks many times a day. 
When he died in 1918 his unmarried daughter, 
then a woman of 50, took over his humble post. 

Nothing but freight trains and yard engines 
ever passed Miss Ann's small watchman’s sta- 
tion, but she knew that death could come swiftly 
to some careless child under their grinding 
wheels. In spare moments, when her young 
charves~were safe in school, she dreamed of 
streamliners and travel to spots she'd never seen. 


but Mr. William- 
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The other day the aged watchwoman was told 
that an automatic light signal would make her 
services unnecessary some time soon, 

Miss Holland knew she would miss her job, 
and she wondered whether “her children” would 
be safe with the robot watchman. 

“Maybe it’s time I started riding on trains,’ 
she said. “I’ve watched them so long. Perhaps 
I'll even go as tar as California.” 

Thirty years at a job completely lacking in 
glamour, and filled with the comings and goings 
of thousands of children might seem a long 
stretch to some people-—but not to Miss Ann. 
She loved youngsters, and they made the years 
seem shorter. ‘I'll miss them,” she said. 

Captain Mary Greene, like Grandma William- 
son and “Miss Ann,” was an elderly woman who 
distinguished herself doing ‘‘man'’s work.” At 
the age of 79, she recently had her steamboat 
skipper's license renewed for another five years. 

Her interest in boats came naturally, because 
she grew up in the little river town of Hills, 
Ohio, on the banks of the Muskingum. There, 
in her father’s general store, she listened wide- 
eyed to the tales the rivermen told. 

One evening young Gordon Greene, a flat- 
boat operator, was in the crowd. He seemed 
more fascinating to Mary than all the other 
men, and Greene didn’t find the storekeeper’s 
daughter unattractive, either. 

When Gordon Greene had saved enough 
money to buy a small steamboat he and Mary 
were married, Living on the boat made it simple 
for the young bride to study navigation. 

She got her pilot’s and master’s papers and, 
in 1897 when she and her husband bought a 
second boat, she took command-—as the first 
woman steamboat captain in the Ohio River 
trade. Three sons were born to Captain Mary 
during her early years as a riverwoman, but 
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this didn’t interfere with her business career. 

By 1917 the Greene Line had grown to Il 
steamers, and Captain Mary and Captain Gordon 
prospered. Ten years later Captain Gordon was 
dead and Captain Mary carried on with the help 
of two of her sons. The other had died. 

During the depression, the boys wanted to 
sell out, but Captain Mary decided to buy in- 
stead. She put in a successful bid for a rival 
outfit. The Greenes continued to prosper. 

They increased their fleet until they had six 
steel steamers, with the Gordon C. Greene, only 
overnight passenger steamboat on the inland 
waterways system fathered by the Mississippi, 
its chief pride. 

As the years went by, Captain Mary bought 
a farm near Cincinnati where she could retire 
from time to time, but even when she gave up 
active duty she retained her position as senior 
officer of the company. 

“IT never feel at home,” Captain Mary said 
recently, “unless the water is swishing under- 
neath me and the banks are rolling past on 
either side.” 

Grandma Williamson, Ann Holland, and Cap- 
tain Mary each carried.on in a man’s job because 
she was inspired by devotion to one man.

Mrs. Pearcey Seemed to Be Having Diffi- 
culty Pushing the Heavily-Laden Baby 
Carriage Up the Incline.

ee y | E’VE come to look at the 

oe body of the woman 

« found near Crossfield 

Rd. last night,” said the young wo- 

man who identified herself as Clara Hogg. ‘She 

may be my sister-in-law, Mrs. Phoebe Hogg of 
Prince of Wales Rd. Kentish-Town.” 

“We just read about it,” volunteered her com- 
panion, a tall, russet-haired girl in her early 20s. 
“From the description of the clothes—”’ 

“The body is at the mortuary,” said Police 
Sergeant Nursey of Hampstead station. “We will 
go there at once.” 

As the newspapers had duly reported, the 
woman had been found the previous evening, 
Friday, Oct. 24, 1890. A young man who lived 
close by in Belsize Park, London, had been pass- 
ing through Crossfield Rd., Hampstead, when he 
saw her lying among some building rubble. 

He had first assumed that she had slumped 
there in a drunken stupor. But then, having 
moved on, it had occurred to him that she might 
be ill. So he had retraced his steps--and dis- 
covered that she was dead. 

A police constable from the Swiss Cottage 
station and an accompanying doctor had made a 
preliminary examination by the light of a bull’s- 
eye lantern. Having removed a man’s dark cardi- 
gan jacket which had been wrapped around her 
head, they saw that the head had been all but 
severed from the body. Several bruises were also 
to be observed. 

Despite the disfiguration, it was obvious that 
in life she had been quite pretty, with her wavy 
black hair, 

She was dressed plainly, but “with great clean- 
liness and neatness,” in a black jacket trimmed 


with imitation astrakhan, black hat and dress. Her 
undergarments bore the initials, “P. H.” 

The third finger of her left hand showed that 
she had been wearing a broad-banded ring. But 
the ring was not on her hand. Where was it? 

“The absence of any great amount of blood 
hereabouts indicates that she must have been 
killed somewhere else,” the doctor said, 

That same -evening an empty blood-stained 
bassinette perambulator had been found by a 
policeman in Hamilton Terrace, St. John’s Wood, 
about two miles from Crossfield Rd. 

“Did Mrs. Hogg have a child?” Sergeant 
Nursey asked? 

“An 18-month-old daughter.” 

“The child is missing?” 

“Yes!’’ 

Viewing the body at the mortuary in the 
presence of Detective Inspector Bannister, Nursey, 
and a doctor, Clara Hogy could not recognize the 
discolored features, but insisted that the clothes 
were those of her sister-in-law. 

Her companion, Mrs. Mary Pearcey, clutched 
her, gasping, “Come away, Clara, it isn’t her!” 

“Look at the clothes! Those were the clothes 
Phoebe wore when she went out yesterday!” 

Bannister, believing both were related to the 
victim, said, “Surely if she is a relative and you 
have been living together, you cam form a fairly 
good opinion whether this is the person or not!” 

Again Mrs. Pearcey said, “It isn’t her! Come 
away, Clara!” 

“Stand to one side, please,” the inspector told 


the women, “while the doctor washes her face.” 

When this had been done, Clara Hogg made a 
positive identification. 

“Don’t drag me!” she exclaimed to her com- 
panion, who seemed on the verge of collapse. 

“Yes, leave her alone,” said Bannister. “She 
can bear it if you leave her alone.” 

Outside, he put them in a cab with an officer 
and they proceeded to the Portland ‘Town station, 
where Miss Hogg identified the perambulator. 

Then they went to the Hogg home on Prince 
of Wales’ Rd. 

This household, the police learned, had con- 
sisted of Frank Hogg, who worked for his brother 
in the moving business, his 3l-year-old wife, his 
infant daughter, his mother and his sister. 

Hogg said he had gone to work as usual on 
Friday morning but had not come home until late. 
Phoebe wasn't there, he said, but he found a note 
from her saying that his dinner was in the sauce- 
pan. He hadn't worried when she failed to return 
at all that night because he knew that her father 
was very ill at Chorley Wood. 

But she had not gone to see her father, as he 
learned when he went there in the morning. 

Upon his return home, Clara had read him the 
story about the finding of the body. At his sug- 
gestion, she had hastened to Mrs. Pearcey, who 
lived on the ground floor of a three-story yellow 
brick dwelling on Priory St., Kentish-Town., 

Mrs. Peareey, described as a family friend, at 
first had said she hadn’t seén Phoebe. Later, 
when she and Clara had settled themselves in the 


back parlor, which she used as.a bedroom, she 
said that Phoebe had come at about.5 o'clock and 
asked her to mind the baby a little while. 

“I said I couldn’t do that, as I had to go out, 
and she then asked me if 1 would lend her some 
money,” she related. “I said I had only slightly 
more than a shilling in the house,,but she could 
have that if she liked,” adding that Phoebe had 
asked her “not to let anybody know she was here 
borrowing money.” 

“How extraordinary!” Clara had exclaimed. “I 
have never known Phoebe to borrow money!” 


ISS HOGG had viewed the body after leaving 
Mrs. Pearcey’s home. At her urging, the lat- 
ter had accompanied her, 

Back at the Hampstead station, Detective In- 
spector Bannister informed Mary Pearcey that it 
would be necessary to search her quarters. She 
replied that she had not the slightest objection but 
said she would like to be present. Accordingly 


Bannister sent her off with two constables, Keep- ° 


ing Hogg and his sister at the station. 

It was there, presently, that a key was found 
on Frank Hogg. It proved to be a key to the 
house where Mrs. Pearcey lived on Priory St.

At the time Hogg first made the acquaintance 
of Mary Pearcey, which was before his marriage 
to Phoebe Styles, she had already acquired much 
experience in the field of romance. When she 
was 18 or 19, she had lived with g. young carpenter 
named John Charles Pearcey and had taken his 
name without benefit of clergy. Her real name 
was Mary Eleanor Wheeler. 

But after a couple Sf. years the couple had 
parted because of her infidelities. She had be- 
come the protegee of one Charles Creighton, a man 
of independent means who visited her every Mon- 
day. In return for her companionship, Creighton, 
a person of the utmost respectability in his own 
community, paid her rent and upkeep. 

It was Frank Hogg, however, who became her 
one true love. 

Apparently there had been no suggestion of 
marriage. 

Hogg knew the sort of life she was living. 
And it seemed the sort of life she preferred. 

Then, in the late summer of 1888, Phoebe 
Styles, with whom he had been keeping company, 


broke the news to Hogg that she was going to 
become a mother. 

It had not been the most welcome of news. 
Indeed, his state of mind that fall and early win- 
ter may he judged from a letter Mary Pearcey 
dashed off to him. She wrote in part: 

“My Dear F.— 

“Do not think of going away, for my heart will 
break if you do. Don’t go, dear. I won’t ask too 
much, only to see you for five minutes when you 
can get away. But if you go:quite away, how do 
you suppose I can live? I would see you married 
50 times over—yes, I could bear that far better 
than parting from you forever, and that is what 
it would be if you went out of England.” 

In another letter she wrote: , 

“fT love you with all my heart, and I wij! love 
her because she will belong to you.” 


O HE had married Phoebe, and he had con- 

tinued to visit the possessive Mrs. Pearcey two 
or three times a week. 

In February, 1890, Phoebe took to her bed with 
a spell of illness. Mrs. Pearcey entered the house- 
hold, at whose request the record doesn’t say, and 
not only nursed Phoebe but even provided luxu- 
ries with her own money. There is no evidence 
to indicate that she was anything but helpful. 

That spring, Frank and Phoebe quarreled on 
occasion, for two reasons: 

1. He did not approve of visits by Phoebe’s 
sister, Martha Styles, a servant at Egham, and 
her niece, Elizabeth Styles, also in service in St. 
John’s Wood. He believed, it was explained, that 
Phoebe complained unduly to her relatives. 

2. Phoebe had received letters whose contents 
she would not reveal to him. There is good reason 
to believe that these letters came from Mrs. 
Pearcey, but what was in them never became 
part of the record. 

In early October, Phoebe Hogg received a note 
from Mrs. Pearcey asking her to meet her at a 
public house. When Mrs. Hogg got there, the 
younger woman invited her to accompany her on 
an excursion to Southend to look over a house 
she was thinking of taking. For a reason that 
can only be guessed at, Phoebe declined. 

On Thursday, Oct. 23, a note arrived at the 
Hogg home, addressed to Phoebe. It was from 
Mrs. Pearcey, and it read: , 

“Dearest: Come round this afternoon and bring 
our little darling. Don’t fail.” 

That afternoon, by the merest chance, John 
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y, whose name the woman’ had 
appropriated, happened to pass by the heuge on 
Priory St. He noticed two things: that his’ one- 
time housemate was standing at the gate, and 
that the window blinds had been drawn on the 
ground floor. 

Said Pearcey, more or less idly, “Why are the 
blinds down?” 

She said, “My poor brother, only 14 years old, 
is dead. The funeral will be held next Tuesday.” 

Phoebe Hogg did not appear that, day. 

The next morning, Mrs. Pearcey accosted a 
boy named Holmes, who was standing at his gate 
on Prince of Wales’ Rd. She asked him if he would 
deliver a note for her, and he said he would. 
Handing him a penny, she told him to deliver 
the note to Mrs. Frank Hogg. 

“Be sure you give it to Mrs. Frank, and no 
other,” she emphasized. —

N FRIDAY afternoon, somewhat after three 

o'clock, Phoebe Hogg left home with her 
buxom child neatly dressed in a brown pelisse 
and beaver bonnet tied with blue ribbons. 

Later a Mrs. Priddington, who lived next door 
to Mrs. Pearcey, heard a smash of glass and the 
screaming of a child. 

She ran out into her garden, but could not 
see anything, as the kitchen window of the Pearcey 
apartment was hidden by a dividing wall. She 
heard nothing more. 

Other neighbors heard noises at the same time. 

One, a file-cutter, was finishing some files in 
his kitchen when he and his wife heard a crash- 
ing noise. Both ran éut into the garden and called 
out to ask if Mrs. Pearcey was all right. But 
they got no answer, and went back into their own 
home, deciding that something had fallen down 
at the corner saloon which was being repaired.

Mrs. Elizabeth Rogers, who lived in Priory PI., 
wHich ran across the end of Priory St., was ap- 
proaching a railway arch which she had to pass 
on the way home, when she saw Mrs. Pearcey 
pushing a heavily-laden perambulator. Her head 
was drooped over the white china handlebar; 
obviously she was having difficulty propelling the 
load up the incline under the archway. 

A Mrs. Gardener, crossing from her home on 
Prince of Wales’ Rd., saw a woman pushing a 
perambulator, apparently loaded with washing. 
She saw the weman and her burden, covered by 
a shawl, go up along Prince of Wales Rd., through 
crowds of evening shoppers and strollers, toward 
Haverstock . hill. 

A girl engaged at a West End drapery house, 
who knew Mrs. Pearcey, was coming home with 
a girl friend down Great Portland St. at about 
8 o’clock. She saw Mrs. Pearcey standing there, 
“looking rapidly from one side to another.” 

The girl remarked that she had never seen her 
looking so untidy, for her hat was awry, her hair 
in disorder, and her hands seemed soiled. 

“I know that woman,” the girl told her com- 
panion. “I think there must be something wrong 
with her.” 

But she concluded that the something wrong 
must be the result of drink, and passed on.

Now back to the house on-Priory St. and the 
discoveries made there. 

These were such that the officers immediately 
wired Inspector Bannister to join them. Neither 
they nor their superior had ever before beheld 
such a scene—even the ceiling of the kitchen was 
blood-splotched.

First dip damp garments re- 
quiring greatest stiffness, 
white pieces first. Those re 
quiring least stiffness 
shquld be dipped last. In all 
cases, dip one piece at a 
time, turning it about until 
evenly saturated. Wring out 
each piece over the bow! 
containing starch so it can 
be used again for remain- 
ing pieces. 

For best results have gar- 
ments evenly damp, not 
wet.
